The place and date have been tentatively fixed as Stuttgart-Ho- 
henheim (Landwirtschaftliche Hochschule), 20-30 April 1960. 


Draft Agenda for the General Assembly 
1. President’s report on IAALD. 
2. Treasurer’s report. 
3. Reports of Chairmen of Working Committees. 


4, Constitution and Rules of Procedure: Amendments. In the light of 
the experience provided by the first four years of IAALD’S exist- 
ence, the Executive Committee proposes the following amendments: 


A. Constitution: 


Article I. The words ‘Its Secretariat shall be established at 
FAO’s Headquarters’ to be deleted. 


Article IV.2. For ‘six members’ substitute ‘at least 6 but not 


more than 10 members’ [to constitute the Executive Commit- 
tee]. 


Article IV.3. The words ‘and shall have its seat at FAO’s 
Headquarters’ to be deleted. 


. Rules of Procedure: 


Article IV. Add subsection: ‘c) if subscription remains un- 
paid after two applications from the Treasurer’ [a member is 
automatically deprived of membership]. 


Article VII. Add at the end: ‘If a member of the Executive 
Committee is unable to attend a meeting of that Comittee, the 
President or Vice- President may, in agreement with the ab- 
sent member, nominate a representative for the purposes of 
that meeting’. [This is designed to make it easier for the Exe- 
cutive Committee to achieve a quorum]. 


Article X.a. Amend so as to read: “The individual members 





of the Committee, i.e. the President, the Vice President, the 
Treasurer and the other members, shall be elected in separate 
ballots’. 


. Election of officers for the next quinquennium. 
. Budget for the next quinquennium. 


. Programme of work for the next quinquennium. 


. Membership Fees: Amendments. It is suggested that the annual sub- 
scription to IAALD for individuals should be raised from $2.50 
(or its equivalent) to $4, and that of institutions lowered from 
$12.50 to $9, while the rate for national associations should be 
reduced from $25 to $9. [The present fee for individual members 
does not cover the cost of supplying the Quarterly Bulletin.

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LIBRARY CO-OPERATION IN SCANDINAVIA 
II.

The scientific libraries of to-day need a more and more intimate 
co-operation in all branches of their work. The mass of books to be 
examined grows, but the means of the libraries are not sufficient for 
meeting the needs of research workers. New systems of collaboration 
need to be created to improve the situation - sometimes radically new 
ones. 

In Scandinavia a new kind of co-operation is feeling its way. The 
task of following the development of research and procuring books 
has been divided between different libraries in the four Scandinavian 
countries. Several committees for this purpose have been planned and 
some of them are already working. 

The committee for co-operation between agricultural libraries in 
Scandinavia held a conference in Norway at the Agricultural Col- 
lege of Vollebekk, on 29-30 August 1958. The theme of the conference 
was the collaboration in acquisitions which had been started a year 
ago (see Quarterly Bulletin, IAALD 1958:1). Earlier decisions and 
the attempts at realising the plans outlined were considered. Since the 
last meeting a good deal had been done. Denmark and Finland had 
exchanged cards of the periodicals of those countries which had in 
the last meeting been given into their charge. All Scandinavian libra- 
ries have unanimously agreed to this plan of assigning certain coun- 
tries to various libraries, and have tried to improve their connections. 
It appeared that Sweden already had a good system of exchange 
relations, and the Library of the Agricultural College, Uppsala, offer- 
red its great collection of sample copies for general use, in order to 
make it easier for other libraries to get acquainted with different 
papers and to create a contact with the publishing institutes. At the 
meeting it was also decided that every country should try to make a 
union list of the current agricultural periodicals it received. 

On the second day H. Flogstad, secretary of the general committee 
for Scandinavian library co-operation, reported on the work done. 
In November 1957 a general committee was appointed. On it are 
representatives of the university and national libraries; the chairman 
is H. L. Tveteras, chief librarian of the University Library, Oslo. 
A plan has already been worked out: the library work has to ex- 
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tend beyond national limits, and subjects of research have to be 
divided between different libraries in Scandinavia. Consequently an 
analysis of the needs in different subjects is necessary and inform- 
ation about present valuable collections has to be obtained. The best 
basis on which this division can be organized is evidently a combined 
subject and language (geographical) one. The subject basis can well 
be used in those branches of research which are not very much pur- 
sued in Scandinavia, e.g. non-European linguistics, literature, etc.; 
the language (geographical) basis is advantageous in collecting litera- 
ture from distant countries. 

A boundary survey inside humaniora has already taken place in the 
university and national libraries. Interests have been divided on a 
subject basis, and this work will continue. A regional division is 
planned for general periodicals, at first from peripheral European 
countries, non-European countries to be included later. 

Eventually all special libraries will join in this co-operation. In 
addition to the committee for agricultural libraries, one for technical 
libraries is also working. 

A statistical investigation about the subjects and provenance of pe- 
riodicals in different libraries will have to be made, in order to study 
the possibilities of a geographical division. 

The committee for agricultural libraries was unanimously ready to 
organize its work in accordance with the results of this investigation. 
While awaiting the results it is continuing its work by improving 
the present connections and by preparing the union lists mentioned 
above. 

Finally the meeting expressed its wish for close collaboration with 
other committees, so that the agricultural libraries could adjust their 
work to the whole plan - the general ‘Scandia’ plan. In order to 
advance the work they felt et necessary to meet again and discuss 
achievements. This will be done in connection with a general Scan- 
dinavian library congress, which will take place in Arhus, Denmark, 
in August 1959,

ZUR BIBLIOGRAPHISCHEN ZUSAMMENAR BEIT

Ich beschranke mich auf den Teil der bibliographischen Zusam- 
menarbeit, der meine besondere Aufgabe ist: Sammlung, Ordnung, 
Annotierung und Bekanntgabe der Bibliographien des Landbaues. 

Ich bin sehr unzufrieden mit dem Ergebnis meiner bisherigen Ar- 
beit. Im Handbuch fehlt aus der Zeit vor 1957 noch sehr vieles. Dies 
soll im Supplement ergainzt werden, das fiir den Herbst 1959 geplant 
ist. - Die New agricultural bibliographies sind leider noch sehr un- 
vollstandig. Auch ist die Berichterstattung fiir eine moderne Doku- 
mentation viel zu langsam. Da mir nur eine Spezialbibliothek aus 
der eigentlichen Landwirtschaft mit geringen Geldmitteln zur Ver- 
fiigung steht, kann ich ohne Mithilfe der im I.A.A.L.D. vereinigten 
Bibliothekare und Dokumentalisten leider keinen besseren Erfolg 
erzielen. 

Die selbstandigen Bibliographien, welche in der Bibliography of 
agriculture aufgenommen sind, werden mir durch die freundliche 
Hilfe von Mrs. Bryant monatlich mitgeteilt. Vom Erscheinen der 
Schriften bis zum Erscheinen der Nummer des Q.B. vergehen aber 
mindestens 8 Monate. Es fehlt die Fischerei und es fehlen alle Biblio- 
graphien, welche der Library des USDA nicht eingesandt wurden. 

Die Review articles in den Advances, Abstracts und Annual re- 
views sind leicht zu erfassen, da sie regelmafig periodisch erscheinen. 

Die unselbstandigen Bibliographien sind schwerer zu erfassen. Die 
wichtigste Quelle sind die Referatenblatter, z.B. die Abstracts der 
Comm. Agr. Bureaux, das Landw. Zentralblatt, die Selskohozjajst- 
vennaja literatura, welche in den Referaten auch meist den Umfang 
des aufgenommenen Schrifttums angaben. Leider muf man dann alle 
Referate durchsehen, um umfangreiche Schrifttumsangaben zu fin- 
den. Einige wenige, wie Forestry abstracts und Sel. Literatura weisen 
auf solche Bibliographien besonders hin. 

Schwierig ist die Abgrenzung, was noch als ‘Bibliographie’ gelten 
soll. Ich grenze meist so ab:

Viele 
Bibliographien sind durchgezahlt, bei manchen stimmt die Endnum- 
mer nicht mit der Zahl iiberein, weil neue Nummern eingeschoben 
wurden. Bei vielen fehlt aber die Zahlung. Bei umfangreichen Biblio- 
graphien muf natiirlich nach Stichproben geschatzt werden.

INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION OF 
COOPERATIVE LIBRARIANS 


There is a growing tendency among librarians to establish mutual 
relations by establishing organizations for highly specialized sub- 
jects and to set up these organizations internationally. Although 
much can be said against a multiplication of the already too nu- 
merous international bodies of all kinds, there are also cases where 
new groups must be welcomed, especially if they are to work to- 
gether in order to overcome the growing difficulties of managing 
the growth of literature in the various subject and to develop in- 
formation systems which improve the exchange of information be- 
tween countries of different languages. 

For agricultural librarians it is interesting to know that since 
1954 there has existed a working party of cooperative librarians. 
They cover a field which in some of its aspects is closely related to 
agriculture; in fact agricultural cooperation can be regarded as a 
branch of agricultural economics. On the other hand, cooperation 
has non-rural aspects too and touches upon so many sidelines in the 
social science field that its treatment as an autonomous topic seems 
to be fully justified. 

According to a recent article*) the third meeting of this Inter- 
national Working Party of Cooperative Librarians and Document- 
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ation Officers took place in Rotterdam in Sept. 1958. It has ap- 
parently the backing of a well established international body, the 
International Cooperative Alliance. The participation was not, and 
could not be expected to be, very numerous, but there was evident- 
ly a keen tendency to strengthen the already existing ties between 
colleagues of the countries represented, and to activate the working 
programme which includes items such as the discovery of gaps in 
co-operative literature, establishing more precise details for inter- 
national bibliographic cooperation and the use of UDC 334 for 
common application. 

A new Working Committe was formed including Mr. W. Sjélin 
(Sweden) as chairman, Mr. C- Kamp (Holland), Dr. W. Kellerhals 
(Switzerland) and Miss Kerr, the librarian of the International Co- 
operative Alliance.

BOOK REVIEWS

60 kr. 


This volume covers Danish agricultural bibliography from its ori- 
gins (1528) up to 1814 comprising all periodicals, books and pam- 
phlets porn 4 in Denmark, Norway and the duchies of Slesvig and 
Holsten and other Danish possessions up till 1814, when Denmark 
lost Norway. It is arranged by subjects under 16 main headings with 
a varying number of sub-heading which in some cases are further 
subdivided. The main subject divisions are: Agriculture, in general; 
Agriculture in Denmark; Agriculture in other countries; Agricultural 
economics, sociology and law; Home economics and industries; Build- 
ings, implements and machinery; Soil and plant cultivation; Horti- 
culture and forestry as branches of agriculture; Plant diseases, weeds 
and pests; Farm animals; Animal diseases; Hunting; Fisheries; Dairy- 
ing; Other branches of agricultural technology. 

There are 6225 items recorded, each having its own serial number. 
Four indexes are provided: of authors, of names, of places, and of 
subjects; a list of periodicals cited concludes the work. 

This bibliography gives the impression of having been very care- 
fully and throughly prepared, and its clear and simple arrangement 
and excellent indexes make it easy to use. It is very well printed and 
is bound in cloth. The text is entirely in Danish; an English version 
of the introduction and list of subject headings would have been 
valuable to readers outside Scandinavia.

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ADDENDUM 


IAALD EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING, JUNE 1959 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of IAALD was held at 
Bad Godesberg on 25 and 26 June 1959. The following members 
were present: Dr. S. von Frauendorfer (Vienna), Vice-President of 
IAALD, who, in the absence of the President Mr. F. Mohrhardt 
(Washington), took the Chair; Mr. T. P. Loosjes (Wageningen), 
Treasurer; Mme Duprat (Paris) representing the Interim-Secretary 
M. D. Kervégant (Paris); Mme G. Bjorkman (Stockholm) represent- 
ing Dr. Frykholm*; Mr. D. H. Boalch (Rothamsted); M. G. Génie 
(Ghent); and Dr. H. D. Griesau (Bad Godesberg) representing Dr. W. 
Gleisberg (Willinghusen-Hamburg). These were joined by the fol- 
lowing guests: Mr. M. Reeves (Director of the FATIS Unit, OEEC, 
Paris); Dr. von Brandenstein and Herr Hornung of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Forestry, West Germany; Frl. Tenwinkel (Bad Go- 
desberg); Dr. Piitz (Ministerium des Landes Nordrhein-Westfalen) 
Dr. Lohmeyer (Bad Godesberg); and Herr H. K. Soeken (Deutsche 
Gesellschaft fiir Dokumentation, Frankfurt/Main). 

The sessions were held in the conference room of the Land- und 
Forstwirtschaftlicher Forschungsrat, who ably and generously acted 
as hosts to the Executive Committee throughout the meeting. 


1. General Assembly of L[AALD and OEEC/IAALD Seminar 


The first subject for discussion was the General Assembly of 
IAALD to be held in 1960 in conjunction with an OEEC/IAALD 
Seminar on ‘Agricultural Documentation: the Responsibilities of Li- 
braries and Information Services towards Agricultural Research and 
Practice’. A number of possible meeting-places were considered, 
among them Frankfurt/Main and Darmstadt. It was finally decided 
that the most suitable place would be the Landwirtschaftliche Hoch- 
schule Stuttgart-Hohenheim, and this was provisionally selected, 
subject to the permission of the Rektor there.

. International and Inter-regional Co-operation in Agricultural Do- 
cumentation. (Bjérlykke-Vollebekk and Boalch-Rothamsted), 


. Language Problems as Barriers to the Free Flow of Information. 
(Sanchez-Zaragoza and an OEEC nominee). 


-Rural Public Libraries and the Reading Requirements of the 
Farming Population. (Two OEEC nominees). 


. Sociological Aspects of Technical Information Services in Rural 
Communities. (Perdisa~-Bologna and an OEEC nominee). 


Each introductory speaker would be asked to submit for discussion 
a working-paper not exceeding 2,500 words in length. Preprints of 
these papers would be circulated to all participants before the Assem- 
bly-Seminar for their consideration. At the Seminar itself the intro- 
ductory speakers would add only a few comments and the subject 
would then be thrown open for discussion. It was hoped that it would 
be possible to render, through IAALD and OEEC, some financial as- 
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sistance to those speakers whose expenses are not paid by their govern- 
ment or institutions. 

It is difficult at this stage to estimate the number of participants 
in the Assembly/Seminar; but the Executive Committee envisaged a 
minimum of 50 and a maximum of about 100, although, if this latter 
figure were exceeded, there would still be sufficient room at Hohen- 
heim. The Seminar would be trilingual (English-French-German) 
and simultaneous translation of the proceedings would be provided. 
A display of books and periodicals in agriculture and related sub- 
jects would be organized, to which members would be invited to 
contribute examples of publications appearing in their own countries. 

An IAALD Sub-committee consisting of Messrs Loosjes, Griesau, 
Boalch and Gleisberg was constituted for the purpose of organizing, 
in conjunction with OEEC, the Assembly/Seminar. 

The following draft Agenda-List for the 1960 General Assembly 
of IAALD was drawn up by the Executive Committee after detailed 
consideration:

4. Constitution and Rules of Procedure: Amendments. In the light of 
the experience provided by the first four years of IAALD’s exist- 
ence, the Executive Committee propose the following amend- 
ments to: 


A. Constitution: 


Article I. The words ‘Its Secretariat shall be established at 
FAO’s Headquarters’ to be deleted. 


Article IV.2. For ‘six members’ subsitute ‘at least 6 but not 
more than 10 members’ [to constitute the Executive Commit- 
tee]. 


Article IV.3. The words ‘and shall have its seat at FAO’s 
Headquarters’ to be deleted. 


. Rules of Procedure: 


Article IV. Add subsection: ‘c) if subscription remains unpaid 
after two applications from the Treasurer’ [membership lapses]. 
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Article VII. Add at the end: ‘If a member of the Executive 
Committee is unable to attend a meeting of that Committee, 
the President or Vice-President may, in agreement with the 
absent member, nominate a representative for the purposes of 
that meeting’ [to facilitate a quorum]. 


Article X.a. Amend so as to read: “The individual members of 
the Committee, i.e. the President, the Vice-President, the Trea- 
surer and the other members, shall be elected in separate bal- 
lots’. 


Article XVI. Delete the words ‘in conformity with the rules 
and regulations of FAO’. 


5. Election of officers for the next quinquennium. 
6. Budget for the next quinquennium. 


8. Membership Fees: Amendments. It is suggested that the annual 
subscription to IAALD for individuals should be raised from $2.50 
or its equivalent) to $4, and that of institutions lowered from 
12.50 to $9, while the rate for national associations should be 
reduced from $25 to $9. [The present fee for individual members 
does not cover the cost of supplying the Quarterly Bulletin].

2. 1AALD Constitution and Rules of Procedure: Modification of 
Certain Articles: 


The suggested amendments to certain articles in IAALD’s Consti- 
tution and Rules of Procedure as set out in section 4 of the Draft 
Agenda above were resolved upon by the Executive Committee after 
detailed consideration in the light of four years’ experience since the 
foundation of IAALD which had made it clear that these articles in 
their original form were no longer adequate for the Association’s needs. 


3. European Agricultural Documentation Centre 


The possibility of setting up such a Centre was raised by Dr. H. 
D. Griesau and was considered by the Executive Committee. The 
Chairman commented that, in view of the increasing necessity and 
value of international co-operation in agricultural bibliographical 
and information services, such a clearing-house could perform an 
important function which would most eoitiily be combined with the 
Secretariat of IAALD. Meanwhile the desired exchange of inform- 
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ation would be effectively furthered by utilizing machinery already 
existing in IAALD - the Quarterly Bulletin, the forthcoming General 
Assembly, etc. - and by correspondence. The West German agricul- 
tural documentation organization could make a valuable conuieaies 
to international agricultural information work, and IAALD is look- 
ing forward keenly to the time when this organization is working at 
full pressure. 


4.‘World Agricultural Economics Abstracts’ 


This journal was the subject of a report by its Editor, Dr. S. v. 
Frauendorfer. The delay in the publication of the first regular issue, 
announced for spring 1959, had been due to protracted negotiations 
concerning financial arrangements. The Executive Committee resol- 
ved unanimously that the first regular issue must appear with the mini- 
mum of delay, and the Editor was requested to take the necessary 
steps to this end. The Treasurer stated that IAALD funds could ad- 
vance the printing expenses for up to 3 issues, it being assumed that 
financial arrangements would have been settled by the time the 3rd 
issue appeared. 


5.‘World Directory of Agricultural Libraries and Documentation 
Centres’ 


The Editor, Mr. D. H. Boalch, reported that the typescript had 
now been two months in the press and he hoped to publish by Christ- 
mas. The size of the work had exceeded expectations, so that the ori- 
ginal estimate of cost would fall short by between $300 and $400; 
it was, however, reasonable to expect that this sum would be recoup- 
ed by the sale of the Directory to non-members of IAALD. The 
Committee decided on the following tentative price policy for the 
work: Retail price $8, with 25 per cent discount to the trade; price 
to individual members of IAALD $2.50; institutional members of 
IAALD would receive it gratis. 


6. Working Committee Reports 


Reports on the activities of the Working Committees on Classific- 
ation and on the Quarterly Bulletin were submitted by their chair- 
men, Dr. S. von Frauendorfer and Mr. D. H. Boalch respectively. No 
Pa were received from the Working Committees on Agricultural 
Bibliography, on Exchange of Materials, and on Professional and 
Education Problems. 

In the course of his report Dr. S. v. Frauendorfer informed the 
Executive Committee that the 3rd edition of his ‘Classification 
Scheme for Agricultural Science’ had been accepted for publication 
by the Bayerischer Landwirtschaftsverlag, Munich. Mr. D. H. Boalch 
emphasized the value of the contributions of Regional Correspon- 
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~ dents to the Quarterly Bulletin; the attempt at world-wide coverage 
would be almost hopeless without their help, which afforded a good 
example of fruitful international co-operation in agricultural biblio- 
graphy. 


7. Programme of Work 


When the Executive Committee went on to consider IAALD’s fu- 
ture programme of work, two main points were made. Dr. S. von 
Frauendorfer emphasized the need for a carefully annotated, selec- 
tive world-list of agricultural periodicals, the compilation of which 
might suitably be undertaken by IAALD. Mr. D. H. Boalch drew the 
attention of the Committee to the fact that a list of new periodical 
publications in agriculture and related fields, 1955-1959, could be 
assembled without great difficulty on the basis of the lists which had 
appeared in the Quarterly Bulletin since its first issue. The Committee 
decided that both these points should be included among items to be 
considered by the General Assembly next year. 


8. Treasurer’s Report 


The Treasurer then presented his Financial Report for 1958 which 
was adopted by the Committee. It was resolved to print in a forth- 
coming issue of the Quarterly Bulletin a 5-year financial statement 
by the treasurer, so that this could be available to members before the 
General Assembly next year. The Committee further decided that, if 


necessary, some expenditure should be authorized in connection with 
the OEEC/IAALD Seminar by way of assisting some of the Intro- 
ductory Speakers with their travelling expenses, 


9. Other Business. 


Membership Fees. As indicated in the Draft Agenda for the Gener- 
al Assembly above, the Committee decided, after detailed consider- 
ation of the membership fees for IAALD fixed by the Foundation 
Meeting in 1955, that certain modifications were necessary and that 
proposals for these should be put before the General Assembly next 
year. The membership fees at their present rate meant that individual 
members were receiving the Quarterly Bulletin at below cost price, 
while the very wide gap between the rate for individuals and that 
for institutions had resulted in some institutions not paying the 
proper subscription but receiving the Quarterly Bulletin through the 
individual membership of someone on their staff. 


Secretariat of [AALD. The Chairman asked the Committee to con- 
sider the question of the Secretariat, in the light of the proposals for 
the amendment of the Constitution and Rules of Procedure to be 
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submitted to the General Assembly next year (as noted in the Draft 
Agenda above). M. D. Kervégant, who had agreed, at the meeting of 
the Executive Committee in Munich in 1957, to act as Secretary on a 
temporary basis until the next General Assembly, did not feel able, in 
view of pressure of work, to offer himself as a candidate for election 
to the office of Secretary next year. It was therefore important that 
the Committee should consider a member or members of IAALD 
who would be willing to be proposed for this office at the forth- 
coming General Assembly. Dr. H. D. Griesau, when asked by the 
Chairman if he would be willing that his name should be put for- 
ward, replied in the affirmative. 


Verband der Agrarbibliothekare und -dokumentare in der Bundes- 
republik Deutschland. It was reported that the Verband had applied 
for corporate membership of IAALD. After considering a number of 
administrative details involved in this application, the Executive 
Committee decided that the more satisfactory course would be that 
members of the Verband should become individual members of 
IAALD. 


The business of the meeting being concluded, the Chairman, turn- 
ing to Dr. H. D. Griesau, proposed a vote of thanks to the Land- und 
Forstwirtschaftlicher Forschungsrat for its active co-operation and 
generous hospitality, which had made it possible for the Executive 


Committee to hold its meeting at Bad Godesberg. This i ga
